The membership of the rent profl- 


Uei'ing 
committee for '.his j.ity has 


keen announced and includes James 0. 
Reilly. chairman, ami Hereford N. El- 
1-ou, rcpri-s<mins roal estate owners, 
and Parker F. .Murphy, announced as 
representing labor. Presumably lie also 
represents Lowell's tenants. 


This committee certainly will have 


its work cut out for it. as the saying 
goes, a

public spirited and conscientious cit- 
izen who slves his time to civic work, 
should receive. 


Here is a very brief outline of what 


this committee will be up at idnst. One 
of the reasons Lowell rents may have 
gone up is because Lowell is excep- 
tionally prosperous now and has receiv- 
ed a material addition to her. popula- 
tion. 
The cost of building and the 


'overnment's edict ou the subject, have

made any increase in the number of 
new houses here, prohibitive for a per- 
iod of practically IS months. Scarcity 
of tenements coupled with an unusual 
demand for rents, is one of the things 
that may have made landlords take 
some slight advantage of the situation. 


The landlord in submitting his brief 


to this able committee may call at- 
tention to the tact that Lowell's tax 
rate is constantly on the increase. He 
may submit that the cost of repairing 
houses—a cost that the landlord has 
to undergo following the departure of 
probably 70 per cent of the average 
tenants, has increased enormously, both 
in the cost of labor and materials. He 
may say, "Like other persons affected 
by rising costs in their business, for 
my own interest I must try to pass 
on some of this increased cost to the 
tenant by asking him to pay more 
rent." 


The most benef.cial work of this pro- 


fiteering committee will probably be 
in the fact that after it 'starts its 
work, the summary and curt boosting 
of a tenant's rent by a landlord, which 
is done often times without bothering 
to give a reason therefor, with 
the 


alternative of paying 
the 
increased 


rent or moving—that this 
procedure 


-will be halted. 


The tenant can file written informa- 


tion on his trouble with the commis- 
sion which will review the case and 
also give the landlord a chanco to sub- 
mit his written information. It is in- 
conceivable that any landlord in Lowell 
would force a tenant to move out until 
the profiteering commission has had a 
chance to examine the data, and make 
a. recommendation. In the work of this 
commission manifestly we will have an 
agency long- needed and bound to be 
very useful toward adjusting certain

air. Cannon's record is for service In 


the house alone. One more term would 
complete a service of 44 years. Were 
it not for an affair in 1800, when the 
democrats took control of the house, 
following passage of the McKinleJ' tar- 
iff law, and another incident of 1912, 
when the progressives split the re_- 
publican vote, Jlr. Cannon's service 
would have baen for 24 terms continu- 
ous (48 years).

ine here by rail which brought 
us

TWO British Prisoners Escape 


From Hun Pen—Describe 
Conditions in Camps 


WITH THE AMKRICAX ARMY ON 


THE VESLE. Tuesday, Aug. 13f._(By 
.he Associated Press.)—Worn out from 
fatigue and suffering- from hunger, two 
escaped 
British 
prisoners staggered 


nto the American lines north of the 
Vesle today. 
They had escaped from 


a German pen after having been cap- 
urea in the Marn. fighting and 
it 


took them seven da.vs and nights to 
vork their way tci jrtsrnettc. 


On the last lap of their journey, they 


ran through a German barrage. When 
hey had identified 
themselves 
the 


American soldiers offered them their 
ations and scores of cigarets. Their 
rescue promised to be as 
dangerous 


hysically as their journey between the 


.'lines, wh^f omcera cnersed tho nospl- 
tality of the Americans. 


The Britishers said that the ration 


given prisoners was three-quarters oi a 
pound of potato bread, a pint of thin 
vegetable soup and "coffee" made of 
hawthorne berrlcfl. The allowance of a 
German soldier was the same, only in 
somewhat greater quantity, occasional- 
ly supplemented by liorscmeat. 


It was a common practice of the 


Germans, the escaped men added to 
beat their prisoners with clubs and the 
butts of rifles. 
Wounded prisoners, 


they said, wore sent to hospitals only 
when they were unable to walk and 
then received little attention.
